1  continued  a  heavy  involvement  with  the  rare  coin  hobby  throughout 
the  ‘90’s,  serving  for  four  years  on  the  ANA  Board  of  Governors,  writing  for 
Numismatic  News  and  The  Numismatist ,  and  working  the  past  seven  years  at 
Heritage  Rare  Coin  Galleries  where  I  am  Director  of  Institutional  Sales. 

This  past  two  years  I  have  been  buying  and  selling  silver  art  on  a 
limited  basis  and  I  now  have  the  time  again  to  give  something  back  to  the  hobby 
that  1  enjoy  so  much.”
